"BIGGEST CLASH' SINCE 1979 REPORTED--Ielamabad, 22 Jul (AFP)--Hundreds of people 
were killed north of Kabul in the biggest clash between insurgents and security 
forces in Afghanistan since the Soviet armed intervention late in 1979, Western 
diplomats here said today. Hundreds of villagers were killed or wounded in the 
fighting, along with 50 to 100 Moslem resistance fighters and a large number of 
Soviet and Afghan troops, the diplomats said, quoting eye-witness reports. The 
two sides clashed on 13 July in Paghman Province, just north of the capital 
Kabul, and fighting lasted 2 days, the sources said. Among the victims were 70 
cadets from Kabul Military Academy, whose bodies were taken back to the capital. 
The diplomats said a highly reliable source reported that Sovie*:-Afghan troops 
withdrew on 15 July after having destroyed numerous villages in the region. 
Insurgents had meanwhile returned to nearby hills to be joined by other Moslem

In an interview he said the offices of ehe Kabul radio and TV are heavily guarded 
by Soviet tanks. Most of the radio and TV staff had fled Afghanistan. The 
remaining members of the staff work under strict survei-lance and control of the 
Soviets. The Afghan radioman said the people in Afghanistan have stopped payi'3 
land revenue and other taxes to the Karmal regime. He said atrocities let loose 
on the innocent Afghans have reached a high point. However, the Mojahedin are 
continuing their struggle in almost every city of Afghanistan.

FLN POLITICAL BUREAU CHANGES OUTLINED

Bouteflika o.«i Yahiaouit Marks the Real Beginning of the 'Post-Boumediene Period.'"] 








[Text] The expulsion of Mesers Boute)fikea and Yahiaoui from the FLN political 
bureau marks the real beginning of the "post-Boumedien2" period. Algiers. The 
FLN central committee, which c ncluded ite sessioa thursday 2 July after 3 days of ; 
discussions devoted mainly to cultural problems (Le Monde of 2 and 3 July), 
appreciably changed the composition of the party's political bureau, on the pro- 
posal of the president Chadli Bendjedid. 










The political bureau henceforth is composed of 10 members, instead of the previous 
7, including the chief of state. Two men, Messrs Abdelaziz Bouteflika and Mohamed 
Sala Yahiaoui, are leaving. Five others are entering: Messrs Mohamed Ben Ahmed 
Abdelghani, prime minister; Mohamed Cherif Messaadia, general secretary of the 
central committee; Mohamed Benyahia, minister of foreign affairs; Boualem Baki, 
minister of justice, and M'hamed Yal:, minister of finance. Four remain: Messrs 
Rabah Bitat, president of the national assembly, Abdallah Belhouchet, vice 
minister of defense; Mohamed Said Mazouzi, president of the party's economic and 
social comission, and Boualem Benhamouda, minister of interior. 













The elimination of Messrs Bouteflika and Yahiaoui marks the end of the process of 
their gradual eclipse, during which the president, Chadli Bendjedid, was claiming 
the opposite. The two “enemy brothers” had a violent confrontation at the death 
of president Boumediene, competing for his succession. Mr Bouteflika, who directed 
Algerian foreign policy continuously from 1964 to 1979, often appeared to be the 
regime's number two person. Advocating return to a degree of economic liberalism, 
he seemed to have sympathy for the West. Mr Yahiaoui, charged by the president 
Boumediene to infuse new life into the party, directed his efforts toward a con- 
siderable strengthening of the leadership of mass organizations. Drawing his 
inspiration from Ababisem and Islam he seemed to be the leader of the left, apparent- 
ly supported both by Marxists and by progressives. He enjoyed considerable support 
among workers and youth. The two men and their supporters had accepted with ill 
grace the fact that the army, arbiter of the debate, preferred colonel Chadli 
Bendjedid, chief of the military region of Oran, to then. 























To avoid precipitacing a crisie the chief of state undertook to eliminate them 
gradually. In January 1980 Mr Bouteflika, minister without portfolio, was ousted 
from the government and found himself without any responsibilities. In July Mr 
Yahiaoul wae dismie«cd from ais post as “FLN coordinator." The party's central 
body was then restructured so as to allow the chief of state, aleo general secre- 
tary of the FLN, to exercise full and complete authority. Mesere Bouteflika and 
Yahiaoul nevertheless remined members of the political bureau which was reduced in 
June 1980 to seven members. There they neutralized each other. Their departure 
merely formalizes their eclipse and an increasingly obvio.s loss of influence. 
Moreover Mr Bouteflika did not even attend the central committee meeting which just 
ended. 


Their elimination marks the end of a period and the real beginning of the “post- 
Boumediene" period. Aside from the president of the republic only two members of 
the former council of the revolution, formed by Boumediene after his accession to 
power in June 1965, now remain in the political bureau: Messrs Abdelghani and 
Belhouchet. All the others no longer have any responsibilities, and some even, 
such as Messrs Bencherif and Tayebi Larbi, have just been suspended from the 
central committee. 


A Political Clarification 


In circles close to the party it is considered that the departure of Messrs 
Bouteflika and Yahiaoui is likely to have the effect of clarifying the political 
atmosphere and ending the factional struggles and maneuvers which had given rise 
to some confusion. It also allows the constitution of a homogeneous political 
bureau as a real center for reflection and decision-making, able to provide the 
president of the republic effective assistance. During recent months this body had 
merely confirmed a few communiques on the Near East situation or on the Western 
Sahara conflict. 


The entry into this organization of the prime minister, whose disgrac. is neverthe- 
less periodically reported, and three ministers (foreign affairs, finance, and 
justice), and the presence of Mr Benhamouda (interior), will allow a permanent 
coordination of these bodies with the other main institutions. The party is repre- 
sented by Mr Messaadia, who has already regularly attended the political bureau 
meetings, and by Mr Mazouzi; the national assembly is embodied by its president, 

Mr Rabah Bitat; and, finally, the army is represented by colonel Abdallah 
Belhouchet. Messrs Abdelghani and Benyahia are simply coming back to an organiza- 
tion they were members of from March 1979 to June 1980. It seems clear that they 
had been removed from there for purely tactical reasons. 


The new team is made up essentially of civilians and of men possessing experience 
in public affairs-—-the only military person being colonel Belhouchet. The choice 
of Mr Baki, who was in the department of religious affairs before being given 
responsibility for the department of justice, is no doubt to be explained by the 
current importance attributed to the purification campaign; it cannot but please 
traditional religious circles. 














On the political level the composition of the new team aleo reflects the desire of 
president Chadli to follow a realietic and carefully considered middle way, between 
the extremes of a radical and Marxiet soctaliem and a militant Arabiem advocated by 
Moslem fundame. .*.tece favoring economic Liberaliem. During his speech at the 
closing of the session the chief of estate again recalled that he intended to hold 
both enade of the cord: consolidate “the bueic values of the Algerian people, 
namely, religion and national language” but aleo “to develop a patriotic spirit, 
the motivetton of a socialist choice,” completely ruling owt the dilution of the 
Algerian nation in — greater Arab nation where it would lose ite originality. The 
later, the president of the republic affirmed, is clearly sensed on the inter- 
national ecene and more particularly in the third world, where the Algerian revolu- 
tion enjoys great prestige, and thie imposes the obligation not to disappoint the 
expectations placed on it. The promotion of Mr Meseaadia, very active in recent 
monthe in eliminating mase organizations, particularly the trade unions and mili- 
tante who are not members of the FLN but who claim Marxist backgrounds, is inter- 
preted ae the desire of the leadership to pursue and even strengthen this policy. 
The militante of the Socialist avant guard commmist PAGS, tolerated until now, 
will be the first to feel ite effects. This could lead them to change their 
policy, followed since 1971, of “critical support” for the regime.

These figures give some idea of the damage which must have occurred in the past year 
when the rat population increased many times over, reaching as high as 96 
in some agricultural areas. 
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Unlimited Proliferarion 


Prtor to the patior . campaign, the density levele had reached 96 percent in the 
governorate of al-Sharqiyah, 60 percent in al-Daqahl‘yah, 46 percent in al-Minufiyah, 
61 percent in Damietta, and 67 percent in al-Qalyubiyah. The presence of rate in 
these frightening numbers, the rate of lose of all varieties of crope, and the 
likelihood of continued sultiplying of the rate in the future were three factore 
which caused dismay among pest control officials at the Ministry of Agriculture. 


Zero hour took place several weeks ago in the governorate of al-Qalyubiyah, marking 
the beginning of the execution of the national campaign plan. Operations were 
then extended to the remaining governorates east of the Nile. 


Why Only the Governorates East of the Rosetta Nile? 


The High Pest Control Committee chose the governorates of Damietta, al-Daqahliyah, 
al-Sharqiyah, al-Gharbiyah, al-Qalyubiyah, and al-Minufiyah--all of which are east 
of the Rosetta Nile--as the sites for the start of the national campaign using three 
types of pesticides. These pesticides, which are specially prepared to counter the 
rat's keen intelligence, cause liquefaction of the rat's blood, resulting in a 
continuous hemorrhaging which causes death within a period which may last as long ac 
5 days. This type of poison succeeds in deceiving the rats unlike the fast-acting 
pesticides used previously, which caused the remaining rats to flee from the fatal 
food after they observed the effect of the poisoning in one member of the rat pack. 


In Damietta the struggle against rats was extremely fierce. This governorate has 
many wood industries and cheese plants that attract packs of rate, which have 
proliferated to an great extent in the governorate. The campaign began on 13 April 
to be precise, under the supervision of First Undersecretary of Agriculture Dr ‘Abd- 
al-Latif'Iea. The operations covered the city of Damiette and the 58,000 feddans of 
land surrounding it. On the firet day, pest control teams counted 18,974 rate killed 
in the governorate. Extermination operations went on continuously from that day and 
were ultimately successful in bringing the density of rats in the governorate down 
from over 60 percent to only 6 percent. 


In the governorate of al-Sharqiyah, “death machines" began preparing poison food at 
their maximum capacity of 5 tons per hour. The process consumed 6,500 tons of corn, 
300 tons of (rakweed) pesticide, and 30,000 cardboard boxes, producing enough 
poison to cover 650,000 infested feddans of land and 189,000 dwelling units in al- 
Sharqiyah governorate alone. 


These efforts achieved a substantial victory, according to Engineer Ahmad Hafiz Nasr, 
director of agriculture in al-Sharqiyah. An extermination rate of 80 percent has 
been achie.ed in the areas treated thus far, which includes 17 villages in the 


(Minya al-Qamah) region. 


In the governorate of al-Qalyubiyah, the density rate fell to 7 percent, which is 
very near the normal level. The intensified extermination phase has almost come 
to an end in this governorate which was the starting point for the campaign. 


The battle is still going on in the six governorates. An evaluation of the first 
phase brought to li ht ea number of issues which should be pr« ~~ a8 @ matter of 
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patriotic duty. The failure of the Ministry of Health to carry out ite national 
responsibility in the campaign was all too clear. The plan called for the Ministry 
of Heaith to undertake epecific duties, in particular the dusting of the residential 
areas prior to the extermination operation in order to kill rat-borne fleas, and 
the presence of a resident physician during the preparation of the food in order to 
prevent any harm to the workers and take regular blood samples from them. The blood 
samples were necessary to determine the degree of liquidity of the workers’ blood in 
order to save them in the event of hemorrhaging. The ministry was al.o supposed to 
dust after the extermination of the rate to prevent fleas carried by the dead rate 
from infesting the fellahin children, 


Ineffective Role of Health Ministry 


However, the Ministry of Health did not perform the complete role it was supposed 
to have performed in the national campaign. According to Engineer Ahmad Mahir, 
director of pest control in al-Sharqiyah, the form of cooperation exhibited by the 
Health Ministry in the national campaign went no further than the undersecretary 
of health's attendance at the meetings of the High Committee for Rat Control, which 
were held weekly at the Ministry of Agriculture! 


However, the most that can be reported now is the restriction of the national plan 
to pest control in only a few of our country's governorates, according to Dr 
Muhammad al-.antawi, director of the Rodent Research Section of the Ministry of 
Agriculture. The necessity of operating within the limite of che available fundr-- 
estimat | at 5 million pounds budgeted for rat extermination operations—~meant that 
pest control operations had to be held within this sum. This necessarily meant that 
the remaining governorates had to be dropped from the campaign--in particular the 
governorates o. Upper Egypt, which ere now suffering seriously from damage to sugar 
cane, the mainstay of agriculture in tne region. This situation aleo dictated that 
a time limit be placed on the national campaign. This may be as short as 2 months, 
by which time the funds slated for the campaign will have rum out. Another iceult 
is that the essential monitoring operations will have to be halted. These operations, 
which are supposed to go into effect after the density level has dropped below 6 
percent, center around the establishment of “permanent stations" for the placement 
of food on a continuous basis in order to eliminate new generations of rate as well 
as permanent stations for the measurement of rat concentrations in all the govern- 
orates. 


All of these facts give rise to a very important question: Why is the state bearing 
all the costs of controlling rate throughout the entire country, something i* has 
not done in the control of any other type of pest? With the current tremendous rise 
in crop prices, it is evident that the fellahin and farmland owners are able to 
contribute to the cost of rat control--which they benefit from more than the state-——- 
exactly as is done in the control of the cotton worm and other pests.

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A fuller report on the strike attacks by the combatants had not yet been received 
when we started broadcasting our program, therefore a fuller report on today's 
incidents will be broadcast for you in a future program. It can only be reported 
that today's all-rowed nonparticipation in the elictions by the Iranian nation 
inflicted the biggest blow on the regime and accelerated the inevitable downfall 
of thie corrupt rule.

(Text) Tehran, 16 Jul (AFP)--The Iranian Parliament hae approved the current 
year's budget--4 months late and with a cut of about 4 percent in planned total 
spending because of inadequate oil revenue. 


The budget, for the period from 21 March 1981 to 20 March 1982, was approved 
yesterday, although the iraft totalling 3,300,000 million rials ($40,740 million 
Re ae Se 


The “in finally ted by the Majlie (:arliament) totals 3,165,900 million 
rials ($39,000 mill and allows for a deficit of 702,300 million rials. 


This is due to be covered by loans from the Centra) Bank and extra oil sales 
"if market conditions are favorable." 


Observers noted that in order to cover spending, the government would need to 
export 2.5 million barrels of of] a day, although Western experts put Iran's 
current of] sales at only 1.3 million barreie a day. 


Last year, the budget deficit totalled 878,000 million rials, and the Central 
Bank has said that inflation is ruming +t 27 percent a year. 


Economy and Finance Minister Hoseyn Nemazi indicated at a press conference here 
today that in the past 4 months ofl experts did not reach the expecced level. 

He said that this meant cute had to be expected in the government's current spending 
and in development pri ,ecte. 


The cuts appear aleo to affect spending on che wai against Iraq. 


According to the text of the finance bill published by the daily ISLAMIC REPUBLIC, 
this expenditure will total 350,000 million riale covering the needs of the armed 
forces, purchases of oil oroducts, subsidies for war refugees and the reconstruc- 


tion of areas damaged by military operations. 
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On 22 April, however, the paper quoted the prime minieter as indicating that the 
war effort would account for a sixth of the budget of 550,000 million riale. 


O11 exporte provide |,533,000 million riale which is most of the estate's revenue. 
Other receipts, cowprising 544,400 million in taxes, 100,000 million from foreign 
trade and 157,300 million from “other” sources, bring total revenue to 2,344,700 
million riale. 


Expenditure of 3,037,000 million riale is divided into three main sections: 
current government spending of 1,837,000 million, development investment of 
850,000 million and the war effort of 350,000 million. 


One of the many annexes to the finance law includes a request to the government 


to come forward within 6 months with a bill to eliminate interest rates from the 
banking system.

[Law regulating retribution for homicide and for mutilation and injury; no date spe- 
ecified) 


{Text} “In the name of God the merciful and compassionate. Praise 


to God, Lord of the worlds, and prayers to the fighters of Mohammad 
and to his own family; there is life tor you in retribution, oh 


you men gifted with understanding” (The Cow 179). 
Retribution and its Regulation 


Retribution is a form of punishwent imposed on the criminal, and 
it must be proportionate to his crime. 


There are two kinds of retribution: 

1. Retribution as punishment for homicide. 

2. Retribution as punishment for assault and battery. 

The following chapter defines retribution in cases of homicide. 
Section 1 
Article 1 
Willful homicide is grounds for the application of retribution. The paternal ascend- 
ant relatives may punish the guilty party after receiving authorization from the imam 
of the Moslems or his representative, provided that they comply with the conditions 
set forth below. 
Article 2 


The following will be considered cases of willful homicide: 


a) Cases in which the guilty party acted with the intention of killing someone, 
whether his action was successful or not, provided that its purpose was death. 
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b) Cases in which the guilty party willfully undertook attempted homicide, even if 
his action was not premeditated, 


{¢)] Cases in whieh -ne guilty party did not intend to kill but in whi.h hie attempt, 
while not mortal, nevertheless resulted in death due to the victim's condition--old 
age, sickness, feebleness, infancy, and so on--and in which the quilty party wae 
aware of such condition, 

Article 3 

Distinetion is made between three types of homicide: 

Willful homicide, semivoluntary homicide, and involuntary homicide. 

Regulation of the two last-named types will be dealt with in the section on damages. 
Homicide Under Duress 

Article 4 

The fact of acting under duress cannot justify an act of homicide, and the perpetrator 
will therefore be sentenced to retribution. The instigator of the homicide will be 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

However : 


In cases where the perpetrator is an irresponsible minor or a mental defective, the 
instigator, and he alone, will be sentenced to retribution. 


In cases where the perpetrator is a responsible minor, he will not be sentenced to 
retribution. His guardian will have to pay damages. The instigator will be sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. 


Article 5 
If a Moslem man willfully kills a Moslem woman, he will be sentenced to retribution. 
Before the execution, however, the woman's paternal ascendant relatives mst pay the 
murderer one-half of the damages that would be payable in the case of a man's death. 
Article 6 


If a Moslem woman willfully kills a Moslem man, she will be sentenced solely to retri- 
bution a: ! will not have to pay anything to the victim's close relatives. 


Article 7 


If a non-Moslem kills a non-Moslem, the perpetrator of the homicide will be sentenced 
to retribution even if the murdeter and the victim are not of the same religion. If 
the victim is a non-Moslem woman, her paternal ascendant relatives must pay to the 
murderer the damages that would be paid in the case of a man's death. 














Complicity in Murder 
Article 6 


In cases where a Moslem man or several accomplices kill a Moslem man, the victim's 
paternal ascendant relatives may sentence them to retribution after receiving author- 
ization from the imam or hie representative. If there are two murderers, the pater~ 
nal ascendant relatives must, before retribution, pay to each murderer one-half of 
the damages that would be payable for a man's death; if three, tworthirds; if four, 
three-fourths; and so on. 


Article 9 


If one or more persons injure another person, either simultaneously or successively, 
and the injuries eventually result in death [as pub ished). If the death is caused 
by the injuries inflicted by all the participants, the latter will all be considered 
murderers. The sentences will be consistent with the provisions of this law and the 
conditions established. 


Articie 10 


If one person injures another who is then dispatched by a third person, the third 
person is guilty of homicide, even if the first injuries inflicted were sufficient 
to result in death. The first person will be sentenced to retribution consistent 
with the injuries he caused, unless such sentencing would imperil his life, in which 
case he will be sentenced simply to paying damages. 


Article 11 


If the injuries inflicted by one person are such that the other is dying, and if in 
the final moments of the latter's life a second person dispatches him by cutting off 
his head or by some similar action, the first person will be 

and the second person will be sentenced to paying damages. 





Article 12 


Complicity in homicide will be the charge when a person is killed by a group of per- 
sons and when his death is due to assault and battery by the group as a whole, regard- 
lese of whether only one of the blows was sufficient, and regardless of whether the 
ection of one member of the group was more decisive than that of another. 


Article 13 

In cases where assault and battery cause physical incapacity preceding death, the 
perpetrator will be sentenced only to retribution for death. In the case of physical 
incapacity not resulting in death, there are no grounds for applying retribution for 
death but rather for the payment of damages and/or retribution for injuries. 

Article 14 


Whenever payment of damages is to be made to a criminal, the payment must be made 
before retribution is executed. 
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Section 2 
Cond'tions for Application of Retribution 
Article 15 


Retribution must not be applied until after authorization is obtained from the victim's 
ascendant relatives. If prior authorization is not obtained, the executioner will be 
found guilty of murder and will himself be sentenced to retribution. 


Article 16 


If a father or grandfather kills one of his descendants, there will be no retribution. 
He must simply pay damages to the victim's heirs. In addition, the religious judge 
must reprimand the ascendant relative. 


Article 17 

If a mental defective or a minor is the perpetrator of a willful homicide, the rule 
of retribution does not apply. The guardian must pay damages to the victim's heirs 
for the act, which is classified as involuntary homicide. 

Article 18 


If a person of legal age kills a mental defective, there are no grounds for applying 
retribution; he must pay damages to the victim's heirs. 


Article 19 
The following will be sentenced to retribution: 


A person of legal age who kills a minor. But it is desirable that the victim's pater- 
nal ascendant relatives waive retribution and be content with receiving damages, in 


order to respect religious precepts. 

Article 20 

If an intoxicated person kills another person and there is sufficient evidence to 
show that he was not in his normal state and had not voluntarily become intoxicated 
in order to commit the crime, the perpetrator of the homicide will not be sentenced 


to retribution. But if one of those conditions is not verified, the perpetrator of 
the homicide will be sentenced to retribution. 


Article 21 


There are no grounds for applying retribution .° a sleeping or unconscious person 
kills another person. However, he must pay damages to the heirs. 


Article 22 


When a blind person kills another person, there are no grounds for applying retribu- 
tion. The damages will be paid by the guardian or, if there is no guardian, by the 























perpetrato: of the homicide himself. But if his financial positicn does not permit 
it, the damages will be paid by the public treasury. 


Article 23 


Homicide is grounds for retribution in cases where the victim, religiously speaking, 
did not deserve to be killed, But there are grounds for applying retribution for 
death if: 


a) The victim was insulting the prophet, the imams, or Zahra the daughter of the 
prophet. 


b) The victim was attempting to break into a private domicile and the owner could not 
defend himself except by killing the intruder. 


c) A husband surprises his wife in the act of adultery and kills her. He may also 
kill the lover. 


The content of this article falls within the sphere of God, and as a consequence, in 
the cases cited, if someone brings an action against the perpetrator of the homicide, 
the latter must make a deposition under oath, otherwise retribution will be applied. 


Section 3 
Conditions for Bringing an Action for Homicide 
Article 24 


At the time of bringing an action, the plaintiff mst be prudent, of age, and adult. 
The defendant will not necessarily have those qualities. As a consequence, actions 
against persons not having those qualities are admitted. 


Article 25 


The plaintiff must be sure of his complaint. Uncertain, illusory, or doubtful com- 
plaints will not be accepted except in special cases. 


Article 26 


"Someone supposedly killed my father” is a complaint that cannot be registered because 
the possible defendant is unknown. But saying “One of those persons killed my father" 
allows the complaint to be registered. If those persons take an oath that they know 
nothing about the homicide, they will be acquitted. If the religious prosecutor con- 
siders that one of those persons is suspect, it becomes a case for a sworn deposition, 
and the articles in the section concerned will be applied. 


Article 27 


The object of the complaint must be clear. This means that the plaintiff must specify 
whether willful murder or involuntary murder is involved. In cases where the prin- 
ciple of homicide is proven but the type of attempt remains in doubt, reconciliation 
must be sought between the murderer, the victim's ascendant relatives, and a prudent 
man in order to bring the procedure to a close. 
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Section 4 

Procedure for Proving Homicide 
Article 28 

1. Confessions 


Anyone who confesses to willful homicide, even if he confesses only once. ‘ill be 
sentenced to retribution. 


Article 29 

Confessions can be accepted only if the individual meets the following conditions: 

1. Perfect prudence. 

2. Adult capacity. 

3. Discernment. 

4. Intention. 

Therefore, the confessions of a mental defective, a drunken man, a child, or incompe- 
tent persons such as the imprudent, the negligent, sleepwalkers, and the unconscious 
will not be admitted. 


Article 30 


A confession by a person who is incompetent by reason of mental illness or indigence 
will be taken into account in cases where retribution is likely to be applied. 


Article 31 


In cases where a person admits to willful homicide, but responsibility for that same 
homicide is later claimed by another person who says it was involuntary homicide, 
the victim's ascendant relative is free to request the application of retribution to 
either of those confessing, but in no case to both. 


Article 32 


In cases where a person admits to willful homicide, but responsibility for that same 
homicide is later claimed by another person, then to the extent that the first person 
retrac.s his confession, retribution and the payment of damages will be canceled for 
both persons. The public treasury will be responsible for paying the damages. Never- 
theless, the judge must have no doubts as to the confession by the second person, 
since his confession may have been intended to exonerate the first person. 




















Witnesses 

Article 33 

2. Witnesses 

a) Willful homicide is proven only by the testimony of two perfectly prudent men. 


b) Semivoluntary or involuntary homicide is proven by the testimony of two prudent 
men, or by that of one prudent man and two prudent women, or by that of one prudent 
man accompanied by the plaintiff's deposition under oath. 


Article 34 


In cases where one of the two prudent witnesses attests that the accused has confessed 
to being the perpetrator of a willful homicide and the other witness attests that the 
defendant has confessed to being the perpetrator of a homicide but does not specify 
whether it was willful or not, the principle of homicide is proven, and it is up to 
the accused to define the nature of the homicide he committed. 


If he admits that it was a willful crime, there are grounds for applying retribution. 
If he denies its willful nature and takes an oath, there are no grounds for applying 
retribution. 


Article 35 


If the victim's ascendant relative brings an action for willful homicide and one of 
the two prudent men testifies that it was willful, while the other testifies to the 
principle of homicide but not to willful homicide, and if the accused denies that 

the homicide was willful, the accusation is disputable at law, and the plaintiff mst 
take an oath to prove homicide. 


Article 36 

If one of the prudent men testifies that homicide is involved, while the other prudent 
man testifies that the defendant confessed to him that he was the perpetrator of the 
homicide, the homicide is not proven, and it will be a matter for litigation. 

Article 37 

If two prudent men testify that a person is the murderer, while two other prudent men 


testify that the murderer is someone else, there are no grounds for applying retribu- 
tion or even for considering the payment of damages. 


Oaths in Cases of Litigation 
Article 38 
3. Oaths in cases of litigation 


Deposition under oath in cases under litigation. Cases where presumptive evidence 
leads the judge to suspect homicide are cases for litigation. Examples are cases 
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where there is only one witness, cases where a person with a bloodstained knife is 
found near the victia, and cases where the victim is found in a place frequented only 
by its inhabitants and one of them may be suspected, 


Article 39 


If presumptive evidence and the facts on which to base an opinion are contradictory, 
the case will not be a matter for litigation. 


Article 40 


In cases of litigation, the defendant will first be asked to produce credible wit- 
nesses. 


In their absence, the plaintiff may, in order to attest the truthfulness of his alle- 
gations, call on 49 men of his family who are familiar with the case and who will take 
an oath with him to validate the complaint. If their number is less than 49, they 
must repeat their oaths until the number of 50 oaths has been reached, at which point 
his claim will be recognized. If the plaintiff has no family or if his family is not 
familiar with the case, or if it is familiar with the case but does not want to take 
an oath, the plaintiff will have the right to take an oath 50 times in order to have 
his claim recognized. 


Article 41 


If the plaintiff does not request deposition under oath, the accused will have the 
opportunity to clear himself of the accusation by asking 49 persons from his family 
to take an oath with him in order to attain the number of 50 oaths necessary for his 
release. If the number is less than 50, the same persons may repeat their oaths to 
reach the number of 50 oaths. If he is the only one taking an oath, he must repeat 
the same oath 50 times, and if he forgoes taking an oath, judgment will be pronounced 
in favor of the plaintiff. 


Article 42 


In the case of semi~>luntary or involuntary homicide, the number of persons required 
to take an oath is 25. The procedure is the same as that presented in the preceding 


articles. 
Article 43 


In cases where the oath concerns a matter of assault and battery, there are grounds 
for paying damages rather than having recourse to retribution. In the case of a mat- 
ter of assault and battery involving full damages, the number of persons having to 
take an oath is six. In other cases of assault and battery, the number of persons 
having to take an cath is proportional--that is: 


When a matter of assault and battery involves the payment of one-half damages, three 
persons will have to take an oath. 


If the payment of damages amounts to one-third, two persons will have to take an 
oath. 











But if the payment amounte to one-.ourch or one-fifth, the number of persons having 
to take an oath remains two. 


In Cases where one-seventh is to be paid in damages--for example, when a finger hae 
been aroutated=-only one oath will be required, since a fraction of an oath does not 
exiat. 

Article 44

Section 5 
Procedure for Applying Retribution 


Article 45

Retribution is applied in the case of willful homicide but, with the 
vietim's paternal ascendant relatives and the consent of the murderer, it may be 
placed by payment of the corresponding damages, whose amount I 
neither the ascendant relatives alone nor the murderer alone 
ment. 


Articie 46 


if a man kills @ woman, the victim's paternal ascendant relatives are free to choose 
between applying retribution--in which case they will have to pay the murderer damages 
equal to one-half of those payable in the case of a man's death--and requesting that 
the murderer pay them damages equal to one-half of those payable in the case of a 
man's death. 


Article 47 


If the perpetrator of a willful homicide happens to die of natural causes--and not, 
therefore, for the purpose of escaping retribution--there are no grounds for applying 
retribution or for the payment of damages. 


Article 48 


In ~ases where the perpetrator of a homicide flees and cannot be captured, or if he 
dies, retribution will be replaced by damages, which will be taken from his assets. 
If he hee no aesets, his family will have to pay the damages. If he has no family, 
or if it has no assets, the public treasury will pay then. 


Articie 49 
Among the victim's heirs, only the paternal ascendant rcolatives are entitled to de- 


mand the application of retribution. The husband or wife has neither the right to 
pardon nor the right to apply retribution. 
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Article 50 


A pregnant woman sentenced to retribution cannot be executed until after the baby ie 
delivered. If the plication of retribution is likely to result in mortal injury to 
the child after birth, execution must be delayed until such danger has passed. 


Article 51 


It is not authorized to execute retribution with an insufficiently sharpened instru- 
ment that might inflict torture on the criminal being executed. We must be decapi- 
tated with a well-sharpened sword or executed with a gun or similar weapon so that he 
dies without difficulty. It is forbidden to mutilate the criminal being executed. 


Article 52 


If the victim's paternal ascendant relatives are numerous, the opinion of each must 
be asked. If all agree that retribution should be applied, the murderer must 
cuted. But if one group wants retribution and another group wants damages, retribu- 
tion may be applied. In the latter case, those who requested retribution will have 
to pay damages to those who waived it. If some of the ascendant relatives grant thei 
pardon without requesting damages, the others may apply retribution after paying dam- 
ages to those who granted their pardon. 


Article 53 

The victim's paternal ascendant relatives may themselves execute retribution or they 
may appoint a proxy after receiving the imam's permission and in the any 
impediment or action for bribery. 

Article 54 


If the victim's relative is a minor or a mental defective, the paternal ascendant rela- 
tive (father, grandfather, quardian, or the imam, under the conditions set forth 
above) must defend the interests of his ward and may: 


Either request the imposition of retribution; 
Or request the payment of damages in «a more or less sisable amount. 


If the paternal ascendant relative is absent and his absence is prolonged, the imam 
becomes the guardian and will decide. 


Article 55 


Anyone heaping in the escape of a man subject to retribution will be incarcerated 
until he surrenders the criminal to the authorities. If the qurderer dies before 
being surrendered, the accomplice in the escape will have to pay damages to the vic- 
tim's relatives. 








Article %@ 

If the victim waives retribution before dying, that fact does not invalidate the right 
to apply retribution, After the ‘ictim's death, hie ascendant relatives will have 
the right to demand retribution. 

Retribution for Mutilation and Injury 

Article 57 

If the mutilation or the injuries are willful, there are grounte for applying retri- 
bution. With the permission of the imam or his representative. the victim may exe- 
cute retribution under the conditions set foeth below. 

Article % 

The following will be considered cases of willful @utilation and injury: 


a) Cases where the guilty party willfully sought to cause mutilation or inflict in- 
juries, whether hie action was successful or not. 


b) Cases where the guilty party willfully undertook decisive action aimed at causing 
mutilation or inflicting injury, even though hie action was not premeditated. 


The following will, however, be considered cases of willful mutilation or injury: 


1. Cases where the guilty party did not intend to cause mutilation or inflict injury, 
but his attempt, while not decisive, nevertheless resulted in mutilation or injury 
because of the victim's condition--old age, sickness, feebleness, infancy, and so on-- 
and the guilty party was aware of such condition. 


2. Distinction is made between three types of mutilation and injury: willful, semi- 
voluntary, and involuntary. Regulation of the two last-named types will be dealt 
with in the section on damages. 


Conditions for Applying Retribution for Mutilation and Injury 

Article 59 

The conditions for applying retribution for mutilation and injury are the same as 
those in effect for homicide. In the case of limbs, however, reciprocity must be ob- 
served by taking into account the fact that they are sound and principal limbs. Such 
reciprocity means that the location of the limb must be respected. There must be no 
exaggeration, this in order to avoid causing the death of the guilty party or inflict- 
ing on him an injury greater than that which he caused. 

Bquality of Men and Women With Respect to Retribution for Mutilation and Injury 


Article 60 


Men and women are equal with respect to retribrtion for mutilation and injury. The 
perpetrator of mutilation on a woman will thus be sentenced to undergo similar 























mutilation, Tt wili not be necessary to grant him damages, unless the value of the 
limb or part of a limb mutilated exceeds one-third of the value of full damages. If 
the damages to be pe. d exceed one-third=-for example, those due for the amputation 
of « hand=-retribution will be applied after the damages corresponding to indemnifi-~- 
cation for amputation of the limb in question have been paid to the quilty party. 


Article 61 


If a person cute off a limb that is already disabled--that of a cripple, for example-- 
it i6 not allowable to amputate the sound limb of the quilty party. It will simply 
be a matter of paying damages in an amount determined vy the value of the limb in 
question. On the other hand, if the perpetrator of mutilation has a disabled limb, 

it may be cut off as compensation. 


Article 62 


With regard to retribution for mutilation or injury, reciprocity with respect to the 
limb's location must be observed. As an example, the right hand must be cut off as 
retribution for a right hand that was cut off, and if the quilty party does not have 
@ right hand, hie left hand will be cut off. If he no longer has 4 left hand, one of 
his legs will be amputated. 


Article 63 


The mutilation inflicted during the application of retribution must be equal to that 
which gave rise t. the conviction--in length, width, and, to the extent possible, 
depth, except where the incision reaches the bone. In such a case, depth must be dis- 
regarded, and it will suffice to say that the retribution is equivalent to the muti- 
lation inflicted. 


Article 64 


If it is not possible to observe reciprocity when applying retribution for injury-- 
for example, because the wounds were too deep or in the case of broken or dislocated 
bones, since that might prove excessive in comparison with the mutilation perpetrated 
by the guilty party--one must be content with the payment of damages, regardless of 
the amount provided by religion or set by the 


Article 65 


Retribution for mutilation or injury may be applied immediately, and it is not neces- 
sary to await the result [of the original mutilation or injury). If the mutilation 
suffered by the first person results in his death after retribution has been executed 
and the mutilation can be put in the same class as a case of willful homicide, the 
perpetrator will be sentenced to retribution for homicide, but before execution, it 
will be necessary to pay him damages for the first retribution he received.

Article 70 


If a person puts out the eye of another person, the former will be subject to retri- 
bution even if he has only one eye and will,

Article 71 


If a person with sight in both eyes puts out the eye of a one-eyed person, the victim 
may request the application of retribution plus one-half the full damages, or he may 
waive retribution and request the payment of full damages. If the victim’ 
eye was lost as a result of the application of retribution--and only in such 4 case-- 
he is allowed to request only the application of retribution. 


Article 72 


If a person reduces the visual acuity of another person without putting out the lat- 
ter's eye, the former will be sentenced to retribution, the object of which will be 
to reduce his own visual acuity. If such retribution cannot be applied without in- 
juring the eye, retribution is excluded, and damages will have to be paid. 











Article 73 
If the acuity in the eyes is different, retribution will be applied to the sound eye. 
Article 74 


If « person cute off part of the ear of another person and the latter succeeds in 
having it grafted, the application of retribution is not canceled, and 

retribution is executed, the convicted person also succeeds in having hie own ear 
grafted, no one has the right to cut off hie ear again for the purpose of preserving 
traces of the application of retribution. 


Article 75 


If a person cute off the ear of another person and the latter loses his hearing, two 
distinct crimes are involved, and removal of the ear will not be sufficient retribu- 
tion. 


Article 76 


If a person cuts off the nose of another person, the latter may demand the application 
of retribution even if he had no sense of amell previously. 


Article 77 


Anyone who cuts out the tongue or cute off the lip of another person will be subjec 
to retribution as a matter of reciprocity. Proportions and location must be 


Article 78 


out the tooth of another person, he will be subject to 
reciprocal retribution, with due regard for the tooth's loca » usefulness, or lack 
of usefulness. If the victim has another tooth that grows in before retribution is 
applied and it is in good condition, the guilty party will merely be reprimanded. If 
it is in poor condition, the guilty party will have to pay the damages provided for 
the difference existing between the two. 


Article 79 


If a person cuts off one of another person's main limbs, retribution will be applied 
to the same limb, taking into account reciprocity and location. If it is a question 
of a useless limb--a sixth finger, for example--retribution requires cutting off a 
useless limb of the same importance, taking into account reciprocity and location. 
If the guilty party has no similar useless limb, he will have to pay damages. 


Article 80 
If a person cuts off another person's right hand, it is not permissible, even with 


the consent of the victim, to cut off the guilty party's left hand when retribution 
is being applied.

That is what Bofors information chief Ulle Carletrom told DAGENS NYHETER 
sponse to « request by the Central Bank of Iran that its advance payment of 250 
million Swedish kronor be repaid unless the plants were completed. 


This involves « contract for a total of 500 million kronor which was signed at 
the end of 1974 and concerns « number of chemical f ctories for the production of 
basic raw materials for the plastic industry, among others. Roughly 250 million 
kronor of the contract sum has been paid and the plants were delivered but not 
completed. 


"We brought our people, 25 to 30 of them, home at the end of 1979, « few months 
after the embassy drama,” Ulla Carlstrom of Bofors said. 


Yesterday DAGENS NYHETER was able to report that the government of Iran via its 
central bank had approached the Swedish Export Credit Bank requesting the repay- 
ment of “its” 250 million kronor. The Swedish bank had guaranteed the advance 


payment. 
Today Bofors officially rejected the demand from Iran. 


"The law is on our side,” said Ulla Caristrom, “We have met all our obligations. 
The deliveries and work done by Bofors in Iran add up to the guaranteed sum of 
250 million kronor.” 


Work for another 2° ‘tom kronor remains before the entire project will be com 
pleted and the way ta ituation is today in Iran the people at Bofors feel un- 
willing to resume work before getting « satisfactory guarantee from Iran that this 
work will be paid for.

There has been much discussion recently about marriage among girle in 
universities, the extent of their success in building successful, integrated fan- 
ilies, the extent to which their university studies impinge upon their household 
lives, their husbands’ responsiveness, the husbands' appreciation of the wives' 
university study, and, after that, work after graduation and their husbands’ help 
with the housework. 


Has marriage had an effect on the girls’ lives and on increasing their acquisition 
of knowledge, or is it producing contrary results? 


In order to respond to all these queries, the girls’ faculties in al-Dammem held «a 
survey of female instructors and married woman students in the faculties to detsr- 
mine their views on the effect of marriage on the girls’ studies. Supervising this 
survey were Dr Muhammad ibn ‘Ali al-Harafi, director general of the girls’ facul- 
ties in al-Demmanm, and Dr ‘Arif al-Dassuqi, assistant professor at the Girls' 
Science Faculty at al-Damman. 





The Goal: To Learn about the Lives of Married Women Students 


Dr Muhammad al-Hearafi says, “The basic goal in carrying out this survey is to learn 
about certain other aspects related to the lives of married female students. These 
aspects were actually raised directly, while some were raised indirectly from a 
number of various angles. Examples of these side issues are for instance the ques- 
tion of the wife's work after graduation and the extent to which the husband accepts 
this notion, since it has a direct effect on some developmental issues in the king- 
dom." 


According to the date, most of the women surveyed were married recently or a short 
time ago. The ages of most of them range from 18 and 26, an age which is consider- 
ed a factor of assistance in the accuracy of some of the comparisons made between 
academic life in the context of married life and premarital school life in the 
home of female students’ guardians. 
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Three Groups of Questions 


The survey was broken down into chree main sections. The first group consisted of 
data bearing on ct) femele student and her husband, parente and children. The 
second was devoted to the student's passing grades before and after marriage and 
whether there were instances where courses were repeated before or after marriage. 
nae to the questions, most of the women were exceptionally good in their 
studies. 


The third group of questions includes 50 queries, some direct and others implicit, 
touching upon certain ieeues bearing on home and family circumstances before and 
after marriage. 


Great Support for Marriage during Study 


The response to the survey produced complete encouragement and support for — 
ing on marriage while studying, and there was an absolute lack of hesitancy /about 


it/. In the case of 21.5 percent of the women, their academic and educational 
level improved, as they received "good" ratings before marriage and their ratings 
which rose to "excellent" after marriage. The overwhelming majority of female stu- 
dents surveyed mentioned that their passing grades remained as they had been before 
marriage; a small percentage mentioned that their academic level and passing grades 
dropped to the rating directly below, but no cases of repeat courses occurred at 
all. 


Urging Marriage 


This scientific statistical survey confirms the approach of urging young men and 
women to hasten to get married because that really does provide them with a com- 
fortable psychological atmosphere and eliminates many young people's problems, 
whose main cause is a delay in getting married. Our noble pr.phet, on whom be 
God's peace and blessings, says "Oh young men! Let those of you who can settle 
down get married.” The glorious prophet also eddresses the guardians of young 
women, urging them to accept men who come forward as suitors for their girls, if 
they are suitable, saying, "If someone whose religious being, moralicy, and sin- 
cerity are satisfactory to you comes to you, marry him; if you do not do so, that 
will be an act of provocation on earth and great corruption." 





These conclusions give evidence of the error of the thinking which is comson among 
many female students, namely that marriage is a great obstacle in the way of an 


education. The contrary has been proved, and marriage has encouraged many pecple 
to obtain an education. 


Marriage Has Provided 78 Percent of the Girls with Stability 


The conclusions of certain sections of the scientific survey indicate that marriage 
has provided 78.5 percent of the female students with the dream they were hoping 
for and has given them the stability and atmosphere which encourage study, and con- 
tinued study; although time was allocated between responsibilities in the home and 
studies and study time was less than before, nonetheless the other aspects of psy- 
chological ease and stability offered them greater chances to concentrate on stud- 
ies and education and removed mental distractions. Therefore the psychological 
atmosphere which marriage has provided female students with is to be considered 
good in spite of the new responsibilities cast on their shoulders after marriage, 
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It ie noted that all husbands are happy with the fact that their wives are setudy~ 
ing; they help thee continue with their etudies and teke part in household activi- 
ties and the care of the children. They are 

of the husbands b p their wives with househo 
free for their ecademic studies, while for 32 
permit chem Co do more than encourage and urge « ng 
ion on continuing or not continuing with studies to the wife.

Regarding the role of 
Petromin in mineral resources and their discovery and exploitation, Prof Jamal 
Hasan Jawih, deputy governor of the General Organization of Petroleum and Minerals 
for executive affaires, states that that is complementary to the role of the General 
Department of Mineral Resources and can be summed up as follows: 


Performing technical followup of exploration and production activities, that is, 
evaluating various stages in exploration and production operations and providing 
recommendations concerning the need to continue, modify or abandon the activity. 


Entering into negotiations which take place between Petromin and the General Depart- 
ment of Mineral Resources on the one hand and the foreign companies which present 
their desire to take part, invest ‘1 and produce local ainerals, on the other. 


Participating with foreign parties, generally on an equal basis in the stages of 
discovery. 


Selecting certain secondary mineralized areas, performing the necessary studies on 
them, end, if need be, diverting these to officials to review the possibility of 
having Petromin operate and exploit these ereas alone without the participation of 


foreign parties. 


Representing the goverment in certain cases in regional and international partici- 
pation, in accordance with special, specific assignments by the government, to per- 
form additional tasks before carrying out feasibility studies on the production of 
ores in friendly countries. 


Coordinating and cooperating closely with the General Department of Mineral Re- 
sources, the Saudi Basic Industries Corporation (Saebic), and the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Electricity. Im addition to that, there are miscellaneous activities, 
such as: 


Participation in regional and international conferences. 


Cooperation with academic and professional bodies to train and develop the neces- 
sary staffs and persons competent to discover, produce and process minerals. 


Concerning Petromin's role and activity in cooperation with international firms 

in the realm of minerals, Prof Jamal Hasan Jawih states that Petromin's role in 
this sphere is embodied in its cooperation with « oumber of companies in the search 
for important minerals, examples of which are: 
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1. Gold. This ie situated in the Mahd al-Dhahab area which is about 560 kilometers 
northeast of the city of Jiddah. Petromin and the British Mahd al-Dhahab Gold 
Fields Company have reached contract on completing studies and exploration in the 
old mine and the «..a8 around it. If the economic feasibility of the project te 
established, Petromin and Gold Fielde will form a joint company to produce gold in 
the area, 


2. Silver. Thies is located in the al-Nuqrah-al-Safrah area about 250 kilometers 
northeast of the city of Medina, where old mines are situated that were previously 
exploited in the era of the Abbasid Caliphate. Petromin and the Swedish firm 
Gringie made contract in 1978 to exploit the silver ore and other associated miner- 
als in che region, in the event economic feasibility is established. 


3. Copper. Copper is present in the Jabal Sayid, al-Masani', Wadi Fatimah and 
many other areas. 


The Jabal Sayid area lies 320 kilometers northeast of the city of Jiddah, where 
formations of sulphurized ore are present in precambrian rocks. Petromin has made 
a contract with the American firm US Steel and the French company Sirtem to exploit 
copper and basic mineral ores in Jabal Sayid in the light of economic feasibility 
studies. The volume of ore at the site has been estimated at about 6 million tons, 
with a 2.2 percent copper content in addition to varying percentages of lead, zinc, 
gold and silver. The company is making « underground tunnel to complete the explor- 
ation program, carry out concentration experiments and then prepare an economic 
feasibility study for the area. 


Contract has been made with the American Arabian Shield Development Company to pro- 
duce copper ore in these two areas if economic feasibility is established, and the 
company is continuing to perform further studies with the intention of arriving at 
encouraging resulte for production of the ore. 


4. Zinc. This is present in the Usm al-Shalahib area which is about 200 kilometers 
southwest of Riyadh. Negotiations have been completed on signature of a contract 
to produce zinc ore with the Shell Saudi Arabian Mineral Exploration Company and it 
is expected that the contract will be signed and an exploration permit will be is- 
sued soon. 


In addition to this, there are many other minerals on which studies and research 
activities have not been completed, such as iron, magnesite, barite, and sulphurous 
minerals. It is worth pointing out that the Arabian Shield is rich in natural re- 
sources, as are similar shields in Canada and Australia, which merit further effort 
in exploration, study and effort so that a new era in the exploitation of these 
natural resources and diversification of sources of income may begin within the 


context of comprehensive resurgence which is accompanying development in all walks 
of life. 


At the conclusion of his conversation with AL-RIYAD, Prof Jamal Hasan Jawih, deputy 
director of the General Petroleum and Mineral Organization for executive affairs, 

went on to say: “In view of the fact that exploration has reached developed stages 
in Mahd al-Dhahab, al-Nuqrah and Jabal Sayid, Petromin is energetically striving to 




















bring about production by optioam means of the ores it is intending to finish ap- 
praising, establish mining industries based on local ores, and devote full attention 
to training Saudi employees in various fields of specialization and technical and 
administrative s.affs eo that it will be possible to rely on them in the future."

BA'THIST OFFICIAL COMMENTS ON MISSILES CRISIS 
Damascus AL-BA'TH in Arabic 22 Jun 81 pp 1, 2 


[Interview with Muhammad Haydar, Member of the National Leadership of the 
Socialist Arab Ba'th Party: "“Haydar Tells AL—BA'TH, ‘We Are Prepared To 
Blow up the Area in the Face of the Aggressors; We Will Not Permit the 
Aggression To Go Through the Hallways of the Security Council as Israel's 
Aggression on the Iraqi Nuclear Reactor Did' "] 


[Text] Comrade Muhammad Haydar, member of the national leadership of the 
Socialist Arab Ba'th party and director of the Foreign Relations Office 
declared that had the United States not been aware of the hardness of 
Syria's position and had it not been certain or semi-certain that the 
Israeli attack on Syria or on our forces in Lebanon would go through the 
hallways of the UN Security Council as did the Israeli attack on the Iraqi 
nuclear reactor, there would have been in fact an Israeli attack against 
us. 


Comrade Haydar told AL-BA'TH political correspondent that he believed the 
United States was aware of the fact that Syria would return any aggression 
twofold and that it would blow up the area in the face of U.S. interests. 
However, the possibilities for aggression still exist because Israel has 
made a habit of confronting U.S. policy with an accomplished fact in the 
Middle East. 


The text of the interview which Comrade Haydar granted to AL-BA'TH follows: 


[Question] There has been much talk about the so-called missiles crisis. 
What are the ramifications of this contrived crisis, and what are your 
expectations regarding the developments of events that accompanied the 
crisis? 


[Answer] I believe that the exact intent of the so-called missiles crisis 
was to have Israel contrive and magnify an incident so it can cover up the 
permanent and continuing aggression which manifests itself in the Zionist 
presence in the area. Israel did this to turn the attention of the masses 
away from the profound comprehensive view of the significance of the 
Zionist presence, which is totally incompatible with the Arab presence in 
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the area, and, accordingly, break up this comprehensive view by [con- 
triving] small peripheral crises that imply acceptance of the Zionist 
presence and transformation of the struggle or of the meaning of the 
struggle in .v.e area to a dispute between two entities on peripheral 
matters as though the dispute were one between any two neighboring parties. 


This is one of the points that Israel wants to establish firmly in the 
minds of the public by contriving the missiles crisis. 


The second point is that of the attempt by the existing Israeli administra- 
tion to attract the attention of Israeli public opinion inside the country 
to an imaginary outside danger, thereby drawing people to it in the on- 
going elections campaign on the Israeli scene. 


The third point is that of the attempt to establish in people's minds the 
view that Israel has a right to exercise its influence in Lebanon on 
political and security matters and that, accordingly, it is a principal 
partner in Lebanese domestic questions. 


In my judgment these three ideas were behind the contrived missiles 
crisis. But the Syrian position on that crisis turned the tables against 
Israel and threatened to wipe out everything that Israel had intended [to 
achieve] by provoking the crisis. 


The country's defiant position in the face of Israeli threats affirmed 

the reality of the Arabs' fundamental rejection of the Zionist pres nce 
and, accordingly, the rejection of all forms of this presence whether they 
be material, manifesting themselves in the real world, or mental, [exis- 
ting] in people's minds. 


[Question] What about the Arab position in support of defiant Syria? 


[Answer] The Arab position which supports the Syrian position and is 
united in solidarity with it was commensurate with the objective under- 
lying assumptions of Arab facts. This means that the present real Arab 
world does not give more than it has already given. We must have an objec- 
tive awareness of how much the real Arab world can give, and we must take 
into account only that which the real Arab world can realistically give 
US. 


As to why the real Arab world does not give more than it does, this is 
another question whose facts and background require greater, deeper and a 
more comprehensive analysis. 


[Question] Even now Israel is still trying to confine the crisis to the 
Lebanese scene. What is its objective, and what is the relationship 
between Israel's objectives and the Lebanese National Accord? 


[Answer] The Lebanese National Accord or its consequences cannot be 
viewed apart from several interacting factors on the Lebanese scene. The 
significant and the principal factor is that of relations between a few of 
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the Lebanese parties and Israel. There are also other factors that must 
take priority in the concerns of those who are working to achieve the 
Lebanese National Accord. Perhaps the most important of these questions 
are the question of Palestinian-Lebanese relations and the question of 
Lebanese-Syrian relations, or rather Lebanese-Arab relations. 


In my judgment there can be no agreement or even a proper national dia- 
logue in the shadow of the fact that a few Lebanese parties are suspected 
of having relations with Israel. Also any dialogue that is undertaken to 
achieve an earnest national accord does not accomplish its principal objec- 
tives if it does not take into consideration very plainly the matter of 
Palest{nian-Lebanese relations and Lebanese-Arab relations. 


[Question] Can the present call for a national dialogue that would bring 
about a national accord overcome the difficulties that have been placed in 
front of it and take the road to safety? 


[Answer] On our part we are hoping this will happen. We are working for 
this, and we are hoping that the lawful government in Lebanon will be able 
to play a greater role in this area. We are also hoping that the PLO will 
play a positive role and embarrass the Lebanese parties that are dealing 
with Israel by setting forth a positive view of Palestinian-—Lebanese 
relations. 


[Question] What about the activities of the Arab Follow-Up Committee? 


[Answer] According to my information the fact that the Arab Follow-Up 
Committee is still floundering in its activities is due to the inflexible 
positions of the Lebanese Front and its refusal to declare a clear posi- 
tion on Israel. The results of the meetings which the Arab Follow-Up Com- 
mittee will hold in the future will depend on the amount of progress that 
this committee will achieve in [bringing about] an announcement of the 
Lebanese Front's position on dealing with Israel. 


[Question] Let us go back to Israel's attitude on pushing the area to the 
point of explosion. What about Washington's attitude and its total support 
for the Zionist entity? 


[Answer] I believe that the United States now is impairing the most 
favorable conditions for its policy in the area. Therefore, an explosion in 
the area would not be in the interest of U.S. policy. It is my belief that 
had the United States been unaware of the firmness of the Syrian position-—- 
and this is because we in Syria are prepared to turn things upside down 

in the whole area for the purpose of repelling aggression--and had not 

the United States been certain or semi-certain that U.S. aggression against 
Syria or aggression against our forces in Lebanon would not go through 

the hallways of the UN Security Council and the United Nations as did the 
Israeli aggression on the Iraqi nuclear reactor, there would have been in 
fact an Israeli attack on our forces. 


We believe that the United States is aware of the fact that we will 

















withstand aggression; that we will return the aggression twofold; and chat 
we will bring avout an explosion in the area in the face of U.S. interests 
if there is an attack against us. This is precisely what was evident in the 
Syrian position that was proclaimed in all the media or that the U.S. 
mediator heard no the course of his travels. However, the possibilities for 
aggression still exist because the Israeli policy in the area has always 
made a habit of using U.S. policy, and not the reverse. As a chronic 
terrorist Begin himself has made a habit of confronting U.S. policy with 
an accomplished fact in the Middle East. 


But despite the possibilities for aggression it is Arab defiance, which ‘; 
manifested in Syria, in the critical international situation and in the 
supporting Soviet position, that wili help the forces of aggression think 
many times before taking any new foolish actions against Syria. 


The Arab liberation movement [finds itself] now in unenviable positions, 
and causing an explosion in the area will not make it lose much. Therefore, 
in order to defend itself, the Arab Liberation movement represented by 
Syrian defiance will resort to blowing up the area in the face of the 
aggressor. This is a fact that must be understood by those who are 
encouraging aggression, and it must be understood in particular by the U.S. 
envoy in the area.

HAMAH OFFICIAL DISCUSSES FOOD SUPPLIES 
Damascus AL-BA'TH in Arabic 22 Jun 81 pp 6-7 


[Interview with Mr ‘Adnan Katil, the Director of Supply and Domestic Trade 
in the Province of Hamah by Marawan Natnan] 


[Text] Concerning the supply situation in Hamah we had this interview 
with Mr ‘Adnan Katil, director of supply and domestic trade in the Pro- 
vince of Hamah. 


[Question] It has been noticed recently that there is a bottleneck in [the 
delivery of] bread. What measures are being taken to provide bread and to 
improve its quality? 


[Answer] Our province has always maintained its supervision of this sub- 
stance since bread is the citizen's principal food. [In this regard] our 
province is working on two parallel courses. 


The first course is that of using all the rations in the production of 
bread and thereby preventing the flour ration which is designated for the 
bakeries from being smuggled. 


The second course is that all the bread that is produced be of good quality 
and that an acceptable loaf of bread be made available to the citizen. 


Regarding the bottlenecks that may occur occasionally [to curtail] the 
availability of this substance, the immediate reason for that may be a 
sudden malfunction in the automated bakery [located] in the center of the 
city. That bakery is the only automated one in the governorate, and if it 
stays idle for a day or more, then 10,000 kilograms of bread are withheld 
from the market every day. In this case the province has to take immediate 
measures to ensure the availability of additional flour to the bakeries and 
to compel those bakeries to use the flour to make up for the loss [in 
supply] that would occur in such a situation. 


However, all the bakeries of the public and the private sector are con- 
sidered to be in proper operating condition in a manner that meets the 
bread consumption needs of the citizens in Hamah on a continuing basis. In 
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addition, these bakeries are within the circle of the daily inspection of 
supplies. 


[Question] Whac is your evaluation of the process of eliminating price 
manipulation? Has it achieved noticeable success? 


[Answer] The supply inspection patrols in the center of the city of Hamah 
and in the districts of the province are working hard to achieve two gc :. 


The first goal is that of universalizing the phenomenon of advertisin, 
prices in all kinds of commercial stores in the province. 


The second goal is that of having these prices advertised clearly so that 
the citizen can see them and ensuring the accuracy of these prices and the 
fact that they are in line with the determined profit ratios. In case there 
is a substance whose advertised price is greater than that which has been 
determined for it, the supply inspection patrols are to prepare the 
necessary records against the violators. If the unauthorized profit ratio 
obtained by the seller is greater than 30 percent of the determined profit, 
the province does not stop at preparing a record of the violation, but it 
also turns the violator over to the military court to be punished for 
exploiting citizens and manipulating prices. The province has actually 
achieved noticeable success in this area, and the phenomenon of advertising 
prices can now be found in all the markets of the province. 


It is noteworthy in this regard also that the total supply reports filed by 
the province against violators from 1/6/1980 to 1/6/1981 came to 950 
reports. Among these were 523 reports [for violations of] Law 123 for 1960 
pertaining to supply and pricing affairs and 427 reports [for violations 
of} Law 158 perta‘ning to curbing cheating and fraud. 


[Question] It is known that the city of Hamah is famous for milk and dairy 
products. In your opinion were prices this year comparable to the prices 

of other substances? What measures are you taking so that there would be no 
monopoly of milk, cheese and Arab cooking butter? 


[Answer] As far as cheese and milk are concerned, this season is consi- 
dered a good season. Accordingly, sale prices of these two substances are 
moderate if compared with sale prices of other consumer products especially 
imported fruits. The wholesale price of top quality whole Arabic milk (goat 
milk) is no more than 250 Syrian piasters, and the retail price to the 
consumer is 300 Syrian piasters per kilogram. The price of cheese made 

from whole milk also does not exceed 800 Syrian piasters for the consumer. 


As far as availability is concerned, large quantities are sold daily in 
the markets, and adequate quantities are also stored in the refrigeration 
units in Hamah in preparation for putting them on the market again for 
the citizens after the local seasons come to an end. There is no monopoly 
of cheese, milk and Arabic cooking butter since the Directorate of Supply 
and Domestic Trade in Hamah oversees the availability of these materials 
and monitors their prices continuously. In addition, it takes samples of 
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these products and conducts laboratory tests on them to determine their 
conformity to the specifications that are set for them. 


[Question] Ace there difficulties that obstruct the course of [your] work? 


[Answer] It is inevitable that every organized work face difficulties. 
With regard to the supply sector the Directorate of Supply and Domestic 
Trade in Hamah is suffering from a shortage in the number of employees 
working in the area of supply inspection. Budget appropriations are Limited 
and do not permit the appointment of the necessary number [of employees | 

on the staff. The vacant positions for inspectors are available, but the 
financial appropriations are small and do not allow us to fill these vacan- 
cies. In addition there are the circumstances of some of those who work in 
the field of supply. Being from rural areas, they find themselves compelled 
under the conditions of living to commute back and forth daily between the 
center of the city and their place of residence. The fact that they live 
outside the city produces a lack of flexibility and a lack of speed in 
having all the required staff members present at a certain time when that 
becomes necessary. Accordingly, this produces a dependence on city dwellers 
who work for the Directorate of Supply. These employees work late hours 

at night or beyond working hours when necessary. 


The Directorate of Supply and Domestic Trade in Hamah needs the support of 
automation. It needs to have the number of its vehicles increased so that 
people can move about quickly in accordance with the circumstances of the 
violations, especially when it becomes necessary to travel to the districts 
and subdistricts of the province or to conduct night tours of the bakeries. 
The number of vehicles in the provinces is very limited, and they are all 
operated in a manner that causes them to be used up quickly, and, accor- 
dingly, is exhausting to their drivers. 


Finally, the Directorate of Supply and Domestic Trade in Hamah is calling 
upon the citizens to contact it night and day. It has designated several 
telephone numbers so it can respond to all complaints 24 hours a day. There 
are employees whose task is to work the night shift in the directorate to 
receive such complaints that may come from citizens.

POLITICAL OPPOSITION ORGANIZATIONS DEBATE WULTI-PARTY SYSTEN 
Paris AL-HAHAR AL~'ARABI WA AL-DUWALI in Arabic Ho 218, 6-12 Jul 61

[Text | te was very hot in Tunie on the afternoon of 18 June. It was 4 
scorchingly hot summer day. A few of the politicians who had been following 
what was happening behind the scenes were on edge for long hours. Inside 
the Ministerial Palace in al-Qaebah on the outskirts of the old city, the 
Council of Ministers was in session to make a decision on the date of the 
next parliamentary elections and their format. The fact that President 
Habib Bourguiba himself was present to chair the meeting instead of Mohamed 
Meali gave special significance to the decisions. 


One day earlier the political bureaw of the ruling Destourian party had met 
under the leadership of its secretary general, Mr Mohamed Weali. This was 
the third such meeting to discuss the question of @ultiple parties. A few 
of those who are close to the leadership of the party said that the 
meetings of the political bureau had turned into applied exercises in the 
law and that the German and Mexican parliamentary systems were discussed 
carefully and scrupulously. 


According to the Tunisian reading of it the German system grants legal 
existence to opposition parties if they obtain five percent of the vote. 
This means that any party that gets less ‘han five percent of the vote 
remains unrecognized by the law. 


The Mexican system, which now has sever pe: liamentary parties, is based on 
the principle of granting legal existence to the party that has more than 
6 willion sembers. A few people who are knowledgeable in the law and in 
arithmetic compared the population of Mexico with that of Tunisia whose 
population is 6 @illion people. They found out thet in order for an oppo- 
sition party to gain recognition, it would have to have 100,000 members. If 
the number of the party's members is between 10,000 and 100,000, the party 
would be allowed to purswe its activity, but it would do so in an 
unofficial and an unlawful manner. 


A member of the opposition responded to these “computations” by saying, 














"Let us assume that a party had 9,999 members. Would you permit that party 
Lo pursue ite sctivity or would you consider it illegal?" 


This cevtroversy, which has continued in the agencies of government for 
more than 2 months, and specifically since the Destourian Party Congress 
last April 10 and 11 when President Bourguiba announced that he had no 
objections to the appearance of political and social opposition organiza- 
tions, was settled after the meeting of the Council of Ministers last June 
18 when the minister of information emerged after the meeting to announce 
to the press that the date for the elections had been set and that that 
date was the first day of next November. He said that any opposition party 
that gets five percent of the vote would automatically get the legal permit 
for its existence as 4 public party. The decision was a victory for the 
"German school." 


However, numerous factions in the opposition were challenging the fact that 
the German “wodel" was being copied. Many said that in Germany itself the 
“five percent rule” was not utilized as a standard to grant legal status to 
parties and that it was utilized only to get seats in parliament or to 
enter into a coalition with the government. This is because the parties [in 
Germany] do exist regardless of the elections; they exist on the basis of 
the liberal constitution alone and not on the basis of election rounds. A 
few other people--always from the opposition--stated that parties which 
were taking part in parliament and even in the government in Italy and in 
Germany had received only one percent of the vote. 


Besides agreeing on this first shortcoming all the opposition groups agree 
on the request to give them access to the means of organization and to the 
media, especially the newspapers. This is because they consider their com- 
petition with the Destourian party, which goes back to 1934 and which has 
heated the government since 1956, to be unequal. And here everybody 
stresses that the laws which still apply to the opposition prevent the 
opposition from practicing any one of the democratic rights. Any party 
meeting or any meeting between a group of parties is likely at any moment 
to provoke the enforcement of “the Assembly Law." This is the law that does 
not perm.t the formation of any party before a permit is obtained from the 
Ministry of Interior. 


However, the fact that the factions of the opposition agree on raising 
these objections and finding these flaws does not mean that they are in 
agreement on everything. The proposed National Charter in which the 
Destourian party presented its conditions for accepting the emergence of 
opposition movements--and these conditions are working in the context of 
the present constitution; recognizing the legitimacy of President 
Bourguiba; spurning violence; and rejecting ideological and material subor- 
dination to foreign countries--is ccatributing to a split in the opposition 
parties between those who accept the idea of the charter “in principle” and 
those who reject it in form and substance. This is because [the latter 
group. see the Destourian party as merely another political party that is 
not to impose its conditions on others. 








Regardless of their differences, however, all those in the opposition 
sought to embarrass the government by filing official papers either to 
obtain permits to establish a public party or to publish a political news- 
paper that would represent their course. 


The People's Unity Movement which is led by Ahmed Ben Salah asked [for a 
permit] to publish a newspaper called AL-WIHDAH since July 1978. Then last 
May it filed papers that included the names of its members so it could 
obtain the legal permit for its existence as a political party. 


The People's Unity Movement, which split from the first in 19861, filed two 
similar applications to obtain a permit for legal existence and to publish 
a newspaper. The government granted the request to publish a newspaper 
about 2 months ago. 


The Communist party, whose activity was prohibited in 1963, filed an appli- 
cation in 1977 to publish a newspaper that would be called AL-JADID. How- 
ever, the Destourian party published a newspaper by that name to intercept 
its enemies, so the communists were compelled to file a new application 

to publish a newspaper which they called AL—TARIQ AL-—JADID. 


In 1977 the Movement of Socialist Democrats acquired the newspaper, 
AL-RA'Y, but it lost control of it because of internal differences. Late in 
1980 it published the newspaper, AL-MUSTAQBAL, and in 1978 it filed papers 
to obtain a legal permit for the party. The papers included the names of 
the members of the temporary leadership. 


Last June 5 the Islamic Movement filed papers with the Ministry of thed/ 
Interior that included the names of 25 persons who are charter members of 
the Islamic party. [The papers also included) a program that comprised the 
movement's most important goals. 


The Arab National Community, whose program is based on reconciling Arabism 
and Islam and is led by Attorney al-Bashir al-Sayid , filed official 
papers with the government last mid May, but the group did not reflect 

any one of the well-known national movements. There was an internal split 
in that party within the first few days of its appearance. 


The controversy that is raging today among all these parties and movements 
focuses on a principal point: that point is how and when do we achieve 

a multi-party system’? For this reason, the answer to this question has been 
the principal concern of this report which AL—NAHAR AL-—'ARABI WA AL-—DUWALI 
prepared with the leaders of the principal opposition parties. This is the 
first report of its kind about the political forces in Tunisia. We 
endeavored to let all the movements have their say without discrimination. 
If a few movements are absent [from this report], it is because they are at 
some distance from the internal scene and are not taking the least action 
for the development of society.

[Text] When the cooperatives policy which was led by former minister of 
planning, Mr Aled Ben Salah failed, all those who sympathized with that 
experiment were removed from the agencies of government and Ahmed Ben Salah 
was arrested with a number of his followers. They were tried by the Supreme 
Court in 1970, and Ahmed Ben Salah was sentenced to a 10-year prison term. 


In 1973, however, the strong man of the sixties succeeded in escaping from 
jail. He sought refuge in Europe where he established a political opposi- 
tion movement called the People's Unity Movement, and he began to publish 
a newspaper that had the same name as the movement. Then the followers of 
the movement inside the country became numerous, especially in the ranks of 
the higher and mid-level cadres and among university professors. 


After the movement's program was distributed in 1975 and after its activity 
inside the country was broadened, its most prominent members were arrested 
in March of 1977, and their trial lasted for 3 months. In recent years this 
movement regained its activity and its followers despite the fact that its 
secretary general resides abroad and travels frequently among European 
capitals to defend his political program. 


The movement maintains good relations with and membership in International 
Socialism and the European socialist parties, especially the French Socia- 
list party whose leaders have close personal relations with the leaders 

of the People's Unity Movement. 


Among this movement's principles of action is that it elects a represen- 
tative between one [session of | the National Assembly and another. That 
representative is authorized to speak officially on behalf of the party 
during a certain period of time. At present Hamadi al-Sharif , member of 
the Political Bureau, is the official spokesman for the movement. Here he 
explains to AL-NAHAR AL-'ARABI WA AL-—DUWALI the movement's positions on all 
pending questions. 


(Question) How did your mvement emerge as a political opposition move- 
ment’? Did you apply for a legal permit? 


[Answer] As a people's unity movement we feel that we are an extension 

of a movement that has been in Tunisia since 1924, a movement that manifes- 
ted itself in the personality of the trade union leader Muhammad ‘Ali; 

in the participation of the trade union movement in the national struggle 
against colonialism: and in the bonding it created between what were merely 
the ambitions of labor and the hopes of the popular masses for creating 

a new society and doing away with colonialism. Accordingly, the movement 
had hoped that its deliverance from colonialism would be the beginning of 
the journey to build an alternative society. But these ideas whose ob jec- 
tives were noble were neither scientific, specific not concrete ideas of 
the nature of the society that was being sought. 


This movement continued through subsequent attempts among which was the 
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cooperative experiment in the sixties, with its negative and positive att- 
ributes. After 1969, however, many elementary matters about which there 
ought to be no confused became evident to us. It became evident to us that 
there was no agreement on the notion of national unity. Everyone had his 
special understanding of the term, especially after there was confirmation 
of the fact that a class of people, the fortunate class, unders*ood 
national unity to mean making the majority [of the people] yield to the 
government which that fortunate class had determined. The majority, how- 
ever, took national unity to mean the basis for making the interests of the 
minority subject to the interests of the majority in the context of a unity 
that imposes iteelf on us as Tunisians and makes it imperative, for 
example, that no Tunisian remain without shelter or clothing. 


What became evident to us in 1969 was that national unity was one of the 
methods of deception that was used. This became evident after it was estab- 
lished that the regime had divested it of its content. Consequently, it was 
inevitable that a new notion be substituted, and hence emerged the People's 
Unity Movement. It was the first springboard for thought and action. A few 
fellows who believe that the destiny of Tunisia is inevitably tied to the 
establishment of social justice, to guaranteeing freedoms and to making the 
popular masses govern themselves got together and formulated these notions 
in a text which constituted the statement that we published in 1975. 


At the outset of its activity one of the movement's first decisions was one 
to make preparations for filing an application [to obtain] a permit to 
establish a political party. The period that came between the publication 
of the statement in 1975 and the arrest of our fighters in 1977 was devoted 
mostly to the preparation of the movement's charter and bylaws and all the 
documents that were necessary for proclaiming the existence of the party. 


But the movement's posture on the question of legality continued to stem 
from the conviction that the freedom of speech and the freedom to organize 
were gains granted by the constitution to all Tunisians and that the for- 
malities set up by statutes cannot become obstacles to the pursuit of the 
right to organize. The party and its fighters maintained the activities of 
an existing party; meetings were held; statements were issued; and a news- 
paper called AL-WIHDAH AL-SHA'BIYAH was published abroad. As a result we 
were arrested and put on trial in 1977 after being subjected to torture for 
a period of time. 


But the positive outcome of this trial is that it proved that 4 significant 
number of Tunisian citizens were sympathetic with the People's Unity Move- 
ment. This helped give us strength, and it made us find ourselves after 
getting out of jail faced with the inevitability of organizing our ranks 
in 4 more sophisticated way. And so 4 national assembly emerged from the 
national debate--this was tantamount to a conference--and a political 
bureau was elected from among its members, and Brother Ahmed Ben Salah was 
elected secretary general of the movement. The movement is still active in 
this manner because it believes that the regime itself legitimized its 
existence when it put it on trial. 
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What Are Your Objectives? 


[Anewer) From an ideological standpoint we believe that as a movement we 
have faith in s.cialism as a goal and we have faith in scientific methods 
for the establishment of a socialist society. We also believe that it is 
impossible to force socialism on people. Instead, people must believe in it 
and defend it. Although we consider the 1975 statement to be the first, 
principal document [of our movement], we are not inflexible, nor have we 
stopped at that document. Inatead, we are trying to clarify our view of 

the future, and the ideological search within the movement is continuing so 
that socialist experiences in the world can prove to be beneficial and the 
mistakes that may have been committed, avoided. 


We also believe that every barrier that is set up between those who truly 
advocate socialiom is an artificial barrier Therefore, we have taken it 
upon ourselves to be always a unifying [element) for the forces that 
believe in socialism and are usually called the left. 


(Question) You have expressed reservations about participating in the 
next elections. What is the reason for these reservations? 


[Answer] Above all else the confusion intended by the regime between what 
is called “openness” or the "democratization" of political Life and of the 
elections must be clarified. We consider elections to be part of democ- 
ratic life. Anyone who restricts his view to the elections and says there 
is democratic development is Like one who recites a fragment of a verse 
from the Koran and stops after saying, “Woe to those who pray.” 


The elections are the means through which a citizen can express his wishes 
and charge representatives with the task of implementing those wishes and 
monitoring the machinery of government. The question that is being raised 
now is this: Has the citizen been given the opportunity to define the 
choices that he is being asked to make today’? For 25 years the citizen has 
been deprived of the freedom of speech, the freedom to assemble and the 
freedom to organize. Fighters who allowed themselves to practice these 
freedoms were tortured and turned over to the courts. 


if there is in fact a sincere desire to bring about a democratic change in 
the life of the country, the elections process would be the outcome of that 
change not its beginning. The contradiction is evident in the position of 
those who are calling for participation in the elections and at the same 
time imposing unfair conditions on the movements that may be invited to 
participate in the elections. In fact even now they are still wondering 
whether or not they should give them permission for legal existence and 
whether or not they should give them permits to publish newspapers. 


1 will not fail to mention that Tunisia has been promised, merely promised, 
that one day opposition movements would be allowed to exist publicly. At 
the same time Tunisia is also experiencing a campaign [that is being 
fought | against fighters from the opposition, such as the fighters of the 
Islamic Movement. Tunisia is experiencing continued attempts to impose the 
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wishes of the regime on popular organizations. An example of this is the 
exclusion which is still in effect to keep the former secretary general of 
the federation of trade unions away [from the country]. 


Accordingly, our caution is based on these ambiguities that still exist. 
Sound logic would lead one to assume that democratic change would intercede 
immediately to stop the pursuit of a policy of oppression and to issue a 
legislative unconditional pardon and compensation for damages that befell 
political and trade union fighters. [Democratic change would intercede] so 
that the Tunisian citizen can practice the freedoms that are mentioned in 
the eighth chapter of the constitution. 


It is necessary to have a phase during which preparations for the change 
are to be made so that the thoughts of those who are in power would change 
and they would come to accept opposition in practice and not just verbal 
opposition. They would thus refrain from interfering in honorable political 
activity, and they would set aside the methods of pressure that were 
previously used and are still being used. But the least that can be said 
about matters being turned around and speedy elections being held under 
these suspect circumstances is that the means became the end, and this 

is chicanery incarnate. 


We must also make it clear that it was the struggle of the masses that 
forced the regime to change its ways, even though the change was only 
verbal. 


[Question] The special feature regarding your movement is the fact that 
your secretary general is outside the homeland. How do you view the possi- 
bility of getting out of this situation?’ 


[Answer) The solution is simple and manifests itself in issuing a general 
legislative pardon. One must note that this situation is not peculiar to 
the secretary general, but that it concerns scores of Tunisians who are 
homeless abroad. It also concerns Tunisians who are deprived of their 
rights inside Tunisia. We have not heard the regime's position on what is 
known as the militia phenomenon, and the prisons are still open. Even those 
who were released from prison do not have legal guarantees. What is curious 
is that all the liberalization measures may be withdrawn, including presi- 
dential pardons, the restoration of some citizens to their original jobs, 
or the liberalization of newspapers. The liberalization measures included 
no more than a permit for the publication of one newspaper. This is an 
indication that the climate does not bode well [for democracy] because the 
possibility for retraction ¢ «* exiet, whereas what we are calling for is a 
decision that may not be retracted. We are calling for a general amnesty 
and for the dismissal of all past grievances. 


Question] A member of your movement has asserted that you are not 
rejecting [the effort | to establish a common groundwork for regulating 
democratic life. What is your view of the formula for preparing this ground- 
work? 
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[Answer] The principle of preparing a common groundwork for regulating 
political life is primarily incompatible with the notion of a charter 
imposed by one party. We do not object to holding a meeting between all the 
political movements in the country and all those that may come into exis- 
tence in the near future, including the Destourian party, to share views 
and to come to an agreement, if that is possible, on the way to prepare 

for the democratic change, to regulate it and to practice freedoms. 


If an agreement of this kind is reached wherein the interests of all the 
fighters and all the movements are ensured, we will be the first people 

to abide by it and to commit ourselves to its execution. But to have one 
party impose its view of this change and set conditions, some of which 

are incompatible with the text of the consticution and some of which may be 
construed in various ways so as to allow the exclusion of this movement or 
the ocher, is something that we regard as a new restriction on the practice 
of democracy instead of being the true liberalization initiative that is 
being called for. 


[6-12 Jul 81 pp 24-25) 


(Text! Communist activity in Tunisia goes back to the twenties of this 
century. The Tunisian Communist party was officially founded in the 
thirties, and if became independent of the French Communist party. In 1937 
the newspaper, AL-—TALI'AH was founded; it was the party's central mouth- 
piece in the Arabic language. It ceased publication when the party was 
banned in 1963. In 1954 the party published a newspaper in French called 
L'AVENIR DE TUNISIE which survived till 1957. 


In January 1963, using the attempted coup as an excuse, the government 
issued a decree prohibiting the activity of the communist party despite the 
fact that the party had had nothing to do with the attempted coup and had 
condemned it. At that time communist leaders were arrested and then [ later] 
released. Most of them, like Mohamed Harmal, the present secretary general, 
immigrated to Europe. Early in the seventies they returned and sumed 
their activity. Since 1978 ey began making statements and ass wing 
positions in newspapers tt . do not support the government. A month ago the 
Communist party organized its first press debate since the decision to ban 
it was issued in the sixties. 


From 1948 to 1980 Mohamed al-Nafi' kept his position as secretary general 
of the party until he was replaced about a year ago by Mohamed Harmal who 
became first secretary without having his predecessor lose his leadership 
position. A short while ago one of the newspapers published a picture of 
Harmal conversing with Berlinguer, the secretary general of the Italian 
Communist party, in Rome last May 19. 


The correspondent of AL-NAHAR AL-'ARABI WA AL-DUWALI, [Rashid Khashanah] 
met Harmal and interviewed him. 


[Question] Would you agree to take part in the legislative elections with 
a temporary permit? Are you setting any conditions before embarking upon 
these elections? 
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[Answer] We refuse to tie the outcome of che elections to the recognition 
that parties and opposition movements exist because we consider the move- 
ments that are asking for official recognition to be deep-rooted in 
Tunisian society and not circumstantial, fleeting movements that may or may 
not succeed in the elections. As far as we are concerned the question is 
not one of representation in the next National Assembly, but it is rather a 
question of recognition for parties that do in fact exist. In fact, recog- 
nition of multiple parties came only as the result of the existence of 
these parties. As long as this official recognition, which we have documen- 
ted and welcomed, is stemming from the fact that we do in fact exist on the 
scene, the second stage--that of execution--will have to shift to actual 
recognition of this existence. 


With regard to what concerns us as a communist party, we say that we wel- 
come all the movements that came after us. We made every effort with them 
$0 a8 to create traditions for joint action between political movements. We 
were the only ones to call for such cooperation. Then the ground of thought 
between the various movements was broadened on the basis of establishing a 
common denominator to unite us. Although we welcome all the movements that 
emerged [on the scene] and although we ask that all of them be recognized 
without exception, we have no other choice but to separate our case from 
that of other parties. This is because we did exist in the past until what 
the prime minister called the administrative suspension of the communist 
party was carried out. The prime minister then acknowledges that the exis- 
tence of our party is legal but that it has been subject to suspension 
since 1963. On our part we are saying that this suspension was tied to the 
establishment of the one-party system. Accordingly, as the one-party system 
comes to an end, official recognition of the activity of the communist 
party must be restored. 


We do not forget that the Communist party did exist, that it was recognized 
and that it did take part in the elections of the Constitutent Assembly in 
1957 and in the legislative and municipal elections in 1959. Before that 

tl “ommunist party took part in the national and labor movements. The 
Communist party then is a party that has its roots in Tunisia. It published 
newspapers and organized meetings in official [meeting] halls. If one wants 
to find out about the influence of the Communist party and of the other 
parties through the legislative elections, the suitable circumstances must 
be provided for doing so so that the elections can in fact be a true 
expression of the position of various public opinion attitudes. This means 
that we as a party do not set conditions because we have not yet decided 
whether or not we will participate in the elections. We have no means with 
which we can enter the elections campaign: we do not have a newspaper; 

we do not have the right to organize meetings; we do not have anything. 

All that we have is the fact that we do in fact exist but not officially. 
In such a situation we cannot decide whether or not we will take part [in 
the elections}. 


de are only saying that we are working and struggling to provide conditions 
for the elections that would be actually democratic. This means, first, 
that the elections are to be postponed until everybody has had enough time 
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and material preparation to take part. Second, the elections law is to be 
changed. We ar: asking for what is called proportional representation 
because we believe that this notion is consistent with a multi-party 
system. Representation that depends on the majority causes the party that 
wins the largest number of votes to monopolize all the seats. 





Third, we are asking for our right to publish a newspaper. We had filed 
papers to that effect a long time ago with the Ministry of the Interior. 
Fourth, we are asking for official recognition of the Communist party. 


We are hoping that these demands will be realized because they are all 
reasonable. We are determined to make the democratic experiment successful, 
and we are intent on having «ll our positions be responsible and positive. 
But the matter does not depend on us alone. The government is responsible 
for the success of the experiment, and it is also responsible for its 
failure iff it fails. ' 


[Question] What political and economic program will your party defend 
in the next stage? Have your plans undergone changes after the two excep- 
tional decades which the country has experienced? 


Answer] The country did in fact have two experiences. The first one was 
progressive in nature despite the errors that were made, and the second had 
a capitalist anti-democratic orientation. Both experiences failed clearly 
for reasons that differed in each case. The program that we set forth in 
the early seventies, which was an economic, social and political program, 
drew lessons from the first experience. The additions that were made to the 
program at the end of the seventies were tantamount to a conclusion derived 
from the lessons of the second experience. 


We are calling for agrarian reform because we believe that the Tunisian 
economy needs a profound and a serious agrarian reform [program]. We did 
say, however, that we cannot have a replay of the cooperative experiment 
of the sixties. To us the purpose of agrarian refors is to curtail owner 
ship of large areas of land and to strengthen small and medium size land 
owners. In our opinion the question of cooperatives should be left to the 
efforts and the desires of the farmers themselves. We are also calling for 
radical reforms in the various other sectors. 


Question] The meetings that took place between some of the opposition 
movements did not bring together all the well-known factions. Some of 
those who took part in those meetings asked that other parties be invited 
in addition to the organizations that are coordinating [activities |] 
between those parties now. Where does the Communist party stand on this 
question? 


‘Answer| Ever since political movements appeared, we have always called 
for coordination between them because they are united by a common denomina- 
tor which manifests itself especially in the call for democracy. We have 
not excluded anyone from participation. 
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It is true that the recent meeting brought together the movements whose 
attendance does present a problem. But there are other movements with 

the same name that are embroiled in struggles and disputes, and we do 

not interfere in their affairs. We hope they will settle cheir questions; 
that they will be united; or that they will select different names. The 
problem can then be settled as far as representation is concerned. But we 
have no reservations against anyone, and we want to have all the movements 
participate, including the extreme left with which we still have our dif- 
ferences. 


[Question] How did you accept the proposed National Charter despite che 
fact that its provisions are incompatible with the principles of the Com- 
munist party? 


[Answer] We do not think there is a conflict in the proposals that were 
submitted by the Destourian party, and we do not think those proposals 
constitute a charter because a charter has to be formulated collectively. 
However, we do not find in those proposals anything that is incompatible 
with our principles. In this context we support the idea of holding a 
debate for all the political leaders who believe in democracy. 


(Question) It is being said chat the Communist party under Harmal is 
closer to Euro-communism than to the communism of the Soviet Union. Where 
do you stand on the ongoing struggles within the world communist movement? 


[4 ver) The change in leadership has no bearing on the principles of 
th cty and on the directions of its foreign policy. It is a natural 
cha and, at the same time, a continuation since the comrade who pre- 
ceded me in the top job of the party is still in the higher leadership 
of the party and this is not presenting a problem. 


As far as Evro-communism is concerned—-this is a question that is being 
raised often--we at saying that our policy has not changed for years, but 
the press is now discovering our positions which have been unknown. We are 
also saying that we have relations with all the communist parties, and 
primarily the communist party in the Soviet Union, and with other parties 
as well, such as the Italian communist party, the French Communist party 
and the Arab communist parties. I also want to emphasize that we are not 
Living in Europe because Euro-communism is a position that is linked with 
the status of the communist parties in Europe, especially western Europe. 
However, we are struggling in Tunisia and in the Arab area in general 
where the Arab Liberation movement is facing various and disparate forms 
of imperialism according to the areas and countries. This movement has 
allies, chief among which are the Soviet Union and the socialist 
countries. However, the Soviet Union and the socialist countries are not 
only allies of the communist parties, but they are also allies of the Arab 
liberation movement in its entirety, and I mean specifically the 
Palestinian Resistance. 


We as Tunisian communists have had a curious experience in the creative 
application of Marxism to our own circumstances in Tunisia. We say this 
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without vainglory or conceit. As a communist party we will continue to 
insist on Marxist-Leninist principles, especially the principle of friend- 
ship and fraternal relations--equally and without interference in internal 
affairs--betwe.) all the communist and revolutionary parties in the world. 
But we are working primarily to bring about the success of the goals of 
our people and our workers in accerdance with our conditions and our 
characteristics. This does not mean Euro-communism or anything else; it 
only means applying communism to the conditions of Tunisia. 


[6-12 Jul 81 pp 25-26) 


[Text] The appearance of the Islamic Movement in Tunisi: goes back to the 
early seventies when the movement manifested itself in the indoctrination 
that was taking place in mosques and in the writing of articles. [This 
continued] until the magazine, AL—MA'RIFAH was founded; it became a beacon 
for Islamic thought. The movement then began to spread in popular circles, 
in the mosques and in the university until it became one of the principal 
political forces on the scene. 


In 1979 the movement experienced evident expansion following the victory 
of the Iranian Revolution. It began to publish a weekly newspaper, 
AL-MUJTAMA', in addition to the monthly magazine, AL-MA'RIFAH, [which 

it was still publishing]. However, the magazine and the newspaper were 
suspended late in 1979 and the harassment of members of the Islamic Move- 
ment began to intensify until it reached the point early in 1980 when most 
of the members of the Islamic leadership were arrested. 


Early in June 1981 the Islamic Movement filed papers with the Ministry 

of the Interior to obtain a permit to establish a party that would have 
the same name. The papers that were filed included the names of 25 of the 
mov cent's founders among whom were three women. An executive office that 
would include five persons would emerge from this founding body. This 
executive office would be headed by Rached Ghanouchi, who is a professor 
of philosophy and a 1968 graduate of the University of Damascus. The sec- 
retary general [of the party] would be Attorney Abdelfattah Moro. Last 
June 6 the Islamic Movement held a press conference for the first time in 
Tunis to explain its objectives. And here Rached Ghanouchi and Abdelfattah 
Moro speak about this new party and its political and ideological 
assertions. 


[Question] How do you explain the absence of a few well-known Islamic 
figures from the list of members which you submitted to the Ministry of 
the Interior? 


[Answer] It is true that the list did not include all the Islamic figures 
and that it did include the names of few figures compared with those who 
are there. But this does not indicate that only those [who are listed] are 
the members of the Islamic Movement. We have our view of Islam and of 
society, and others have their views. Islamic civilization has been known 
for its diversity. The underlying reason for this multiplicity is that 
this civilization has not recognized one organized religious authority, 
and it holds freedom to be one of its fundamental principles. 
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[Question] Statements have been made that certain movements will be exclu- 
ded from the multiple party system. How do you stand on that? 


[Answer] We have struggled for actual existence, and we have called for 

an end to the guardianship, whatever its source. The Tunisian people have 
reached a level of intellectual maturity, and they can make a judgment 

for or against any party whether it is in Tunisia or outside it. This mode 
of a multi-party system, which is practiced by discrimination, will not 

lead to a solution of the political crisis whose existence the regime 

itself has acknowledged. Our position then focuses on the struggle to estab- 
lish our existence and that of others. 





[Question] What about the National Charter? 


[Answer] The question of the National Charter has set forth a pre-con- 
dition. We reject pre-conditions because in principle the charter is not 
to be determined by one party to the exclusion of the other parties, and 
the Destourian Socialist party is merely one of the parties. We are com- 
municating with the parties of the opposition in an effort to assume a 
common position. 


Furthermore, the recognition in principle of a multi-party system is not 
the factor that creates parties because recognition will not create the 
party that does exist already. The function of the law is to recognize what 
does exist. No one, for example, denies the existence of the Islamic Move- 
ment on the scene. With what right then is the right to organize denied 
one party and granted to another? 


[Question] Do you intend to take part in the coming elections? 


[Answer] The purpose of declaring our existence as a political movement 
and the concern for giving our movement a legitimate character is not only 
that of taking part in the elections, but it is also to establish our 
legitimacy and to furnish ourselves with some freedom in political action. 
This is because the regime hampers us, and we want to get rid of the 
terrible image that the government is spreading about the fact that our 
identities are unknown and that we do not wish to work in a legitimate 
framework. Therefore, by filing papers with the Ministry of the Interior we 
are showing our eagerness to establish our legitimacy. 


What we are experiencing today is the continued autocracy of the Destourian 
party for 25 years. Consequently, with the power it has the Destourian 
party has succeeded in making some citizens incapable of making a distinc- 
tion between what is a ruling party and what is a government. The outcome 
of this is that a party official has become like an administrative and 
political official in the state: there is no difference between them. Fur- 
thermore, participation in elections presumes the presentation of a pro- 
eram. We now have difficulties even when we issue a statement, and we are 
compelled to make inquiries with the existing newspapers so we can publish 
a Statement. To put it briefly we are saying that the transition to a multi- 
party system cannot be accomplished without the establishment of a democ- 
ratic climate in the country to provide the required guarantees. There 
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was torgery in the recent elections, and the regime itself did acknowledge 
that. 


[Question] Yous political statement mentioned that you would pursue “poli- 
tical activity at arm's length from secularism and opportunism.” Does one 
take this to mean hostility to non-religious movements, that is to secular 
and heretical movements? 


Answer) The statement included a rejection in pri: ciple of secularism. 
Every movement has the right tc define its political identity and the ideo- 
logical tramework from which it views the political and cultural field. The 
reason behind the emphasis on secularism in our statement lies in the fact 
that--in our view of the philosophy of Islamic government~-we do not 
believe in a theocracy. This is because there is no organized governing 
authority in Islam, and we do not want to prevent anyone from expressing 
his opinion and exercising his independent judgment in interpreting Islam. 
However, we do insist on our right to have our own understanding of Islam. 
It is then up to us to turn this understanding over to the masses who ace 
to make a judgment for us or against us. Accordingly, secularism then is 
irrelevant. But we do emphasize that our commitment to this view remains 
our own, and we do not force it on anyone. We rather respect other dif- 
ferent opinions. On the basis of this principle we do not object to the 
establishment of any political movement even if its ideological differences 
with us were radical, and that includes the Communist party. It is not our 
right to practice guardianship, but we must rather let the people judge. 
There can be no good in us if we are incapable of defending our proposals. 





Question] Would you permit the existence of movements that have radical 
differences with your movement, such as the Communist movement for example? 


[Answer| It is inconsistent for a movement to be calling for freedom and 
then to be asked if it would permit the existence of other movements. We 
are fighting against the guardianship that has been imposed on the people, 
and our purpose is not to get rid of one guardianship so that we can impose 
another. The people are free to accept Islam or to choose communism, and no 
government is to stand in the way between the people and their choice. The 
Islamic principle which is ou. premise here is that there is no coercion in 
religion. 


[Question] It's been said that you have Iranian identification papers. 
What do you say to that? 


[Answer] The political and economic division of the world today, which 
maintains that there are three worlds: a capitalist, a socialist and a 
Third World, is imaccurate because there are in fact controlling forces 
representing the world of the powerful, and other defeated and oppressed 
forces representing the world of the weak. We belong to the latter world, 
and we are fighting for its liberation. We stood beside the Iranian Revolu- 
tion since it is a model for the revolution of the weak and also because it 
expressed the oppressed world's wish for liberation. But this does not mean 
that we are in agreement with all the practices that have taken place and 
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ate taking place during the process of change. We believe that when 4 new 
world order. is set up instead of the current one, if is inevitable that 

certain @edes and kinds of practices will ceeur which we would fet approve 
of. Thies is the natural order of things in «4 transition te an alternative 

situation, 


Yuestion Why is the Arab factor absent from your programs and your 
proposals’ 


Anewer Struggles ateose around Arabiem in the eastern part of the Arab 
world because there was 4a difference in sects and a multiplicity of ances- 
tries and races. This conflict between Arabiem and isiam was created by the 
struggle between the Arabe and Turkey especially. But in Tunisia and in the 
western part of the Arab world the question is irrelevant because the 
Muslim is an Arab and the Arab 4 Muslia. 


What remains is the posture of those who use Arabiem as 4 philosophy for 
government and politics. Those people have considerable differences and 
contlicts, and they @uet first define the notion of Arabiem carefully. 


Question Why wasn't the Palestinian question @entioned in your public 
statement ” 


Answer The Palestinian question was not mentioned, but neither was the 
Eritrean of the Afghan question. Despite its importance the Palestinian 
question is one of many. It is the product of a cultural aberration. Uniess 
this cultural aberration or this cultural lose is curbed, Palestine will 
not be liberated. Accordingly, the liberation of Palestine includes the 
liberation of the Arab citizen from exploitation and the creation of 
regimes that express the i: terests of the masses. 


Juestion There is another Islamic movement in Tunisia, the Progressive

Anewert So fat owt movement has not communicated with that movement 
by @eans of any text that assumes 4 position on the islamic law and det ines 
the ftundamental principles of that govement.

come, and we want to liberate the Muslim from te cultural defeatiam | he 
feels with regard te the west. However, we do not reject scientific accom 
plishments, and those who associate themselves with Arab thought took from 
it ne More than its secondary and superficial aspects and then turned away 
from the principles and the traditions that have become firmly established 
in lelam such as the principles of human rights and political freedom. We 
reject the blind or partial importation (of western practices), and we 
strive to develop our abilities and our capabilities with what comes to us 
from western civilization. At the same time we avoid the negative aspects 
that have been criticized by the pundits of western thought themselves. 


What remains is (our. posture on the question of contemporoneity which, 

if our view, does not mean imitating contemporary regimes or being daszlied 
by the accomplishments of the watchful west. But it does mean embracing an 
understanding of islam that is congruent with the underlying assumptions of 
the real world. Islam is not a set of formalities that appeared throughout 
history to which Islam is not committed. We are also not committed with 
regard to any cultural experience. We are facing 4 real world, and we are 
being called upon to formulate political and economic patterns that human 
history may not have experienced. We do not want to deal with the real 
world through (our heritage, but rather through the higher values of Islam 
and the underlying assumptions of the real world.

The Tunieian authorities noted with great satiefaction the new Frenc! government's 
adoption of 4 policy which, although previously draw up, does hold promise of 
being further strengthened and taprowed, ae well as the foreign sinister's affir- 
mation--not repeated in the communique, however--of “France's natural commitment 

to minteain eilitery security in 4 region including Tunisia,” and, finally, the 
announcement of 4 vieic to Tunte by defense ainister Mr Charles Hernu, probably 

at the end of Auguet. These actions ehowld dispel any apprehensions the Tunisian 
authorities aay have entertained. President Bourgui' >, so entertained Mr Cheyeson 
at Monastir for more than an hour and « half, found no better way to express his 
appreciation for this attitude than to entrust his with an invitation to Mr Francois 
“Mitterrand to vieit Tunisia. 


Jthough there remain some gore or less serious differences in points of view in 
the field of foreign policy, the communique does not sention them. It indicates 











that Tunisians ane French agree that any action favoring detente should be based 
on self determination of peoples, on the rights of states te security, and on the 
rebuilding ard resiructuring of the world economy to permit people to ensure their 
development, Likew! « they hope that the Bureo-Arab dialogue will be strengthened 
and they express sacisfaction with the resulte of the Nairobi summit geeting for 
normalising the Chad situation as well a6 King Hassan's peace “initiative” te 
resolve the problem of Western Sahara, Vor ite part, France stated that it was 
“determined” to see to it that consideration be given te Tunisian concerns over 
the probleme arising from enlarging the Common Market, 


Middle Bast Conflict 


Concerning the ‘iddle Bast, Mr Cheyesson and the head of Tunisian diplomatic 
activity, Me Beju Caid Resebei, reaffirmed that any “just and lasting” solution to 
the conflict quet be “pacific and global" and should take into account the 
“security requirements in the region, and respect the legitimate and inalienable 
righte of the Palestinian people to self-determination.” 


At @ press conference the foreign minister reviewed at length the French posit ion 
concerning the Camp David agreements. “An advance toward peace should be accepted 
and Camp David was an advance,” he declared. “To reach the final objective of a 
global settlement one gust take advantage of every opportunity, even partial, for 
an advance.” That is obviowsly not the wiew of the Tunisiane, whe along with the 
whole of the Arab world, categorically reject these agreements. But the persons 
“Mr Cheysson was speaking with nevertheless noted with euch interest his declaration 
that the new French government had a “capacity for dialogue” with lerael that was 
greater than the preceding government's, and that to reach a peaceful sett lement 
“one gust talk with both parties.” 


After having met for @ore than an hour with Mr Chedli Elibi, secretary general of 
the Arab League, the foreign minister deciared he was convinced that nothing wae 
more needed now in the Middle East than Arab unity and that any advance toward 
peace requires that unity. Was he alluding to Egypt, excluded from 411 meetings 
since Camp David’ If that wae his intention, a6 4 number of observers believe, 
the sinister refused to confirm it. 





Io his general discussion of foreign policy before the press, Nr Cheveson made one 
clarification. Mentioning the resolution ted at Nairobi by the OAU on Chad, 
he declared that the latter gave rise to the “great hope for a Chad united behind 
4 government that would be free from the presence of foreign influences” and that 
France hoped thie resolution would be applied and “would be happy to make ite 
contribution.” Of course, thie resolution provides the Chad government full 
freedom to call on the United Nations with a view to forming an African force in 
Chad, 
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
